He has 
received an Operational Approval, dated - Pinancial 
aspects of his ectivity are charged to Project QREBONY.

1. Forwarded herewith is a 6-1/2 page answer by RODIGAST to the questions 
posed in reference. If any further clarification is required by Headquarters, 
please advise. 


2. With regard to QREBONY/1"s overt tax return, it has been determined that 
declarations tust be filed by all citizens with over $600 income. If it turns 
out that QREBONY/1 cannot justify a $600 incene from overt sources, and we think 
he cannot, he simply has no declaration to file and will be advised to so state 
to the Embassy. : 
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A. QR-BONY/1 (Q) gives the convincing impression that he is at home 
in his new work. Ee responds «ell to sus-zstions and instructions, adds 
suggestions of his own ror icsroving the slan-- an indication that he 
wishes to please. in the begi-r.ing he sowed a tenuency to raise ninor 
objections involving person2l 2aterial problems (e.<., inconvenience to 
family life oi a long tdy) tut less of this was remarked as he cane to 
realize that requirezents were to be reasonable and he was to te treated 
as a@ bemmn being with his om oroblems. 

He has stated that he xould not continue his present involvement 
with tarzet personalities and institutions if it were not that we wish 
him to, i.e., his om inclination would te to withiraw irom the political 
fringe. Rodigast feels that this is consistent with his background, 
which was not a ocarty career; in his youth he was willfully apolitical 
end hostile to the "ovement"; later he was invelved in opposing party 
people in his hew York work; in Faris he didn't get along wit: ris party 
friends (the affair of the forzed letter) and o: course broke with the 
magazine crowd there. 

He seems to be genuinely comnitted to working against enemies 
of CDY.KE, ready to accept even deeper commitment; he has expressed 
no reservations as to what he «ill do. He doesn't object to revorting 
on old :riends, fellow -BPRT55, ev al. Ee raised no objection to 
PLUTTiR, or using s/w technioves (which he took with hin on a trip to what 
was then a@ very hostile area, «here he had known enemies, and where 
there was a recent history: oF sealing rouzhly with outsiders) . when 
orders conflict with personal cesires (for example, when he placed to 
spend a weekend in < city he enjovs bub was told he should proceed 
imiediately to his next stoppin: place), he obeys without hesitation. 

the foregoing is a collection of misceilaneous facts, cut taken 
together they paint the portrait of a promising agent, both in terms 
of motivations and abilities. 
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B. Rodigast's knowl-dze of Q's azvitude in the months prior to: 
recruitzent (June 1955) is lictted. Rodigast has the impression % had 
simply reached the end of his rope-- he had nowhere to 70, he had 
earlier decided that he would iike to work for or at least cocperate with 
ODYOKS (although earlier attexpis to make contect met with no success). 
‘The humane treatment received et the hands or his recruiter, the 
subsequent sympathetic handlin: dy his case oificer, undoubtedly 
convinced hin that he had not mede a mistake. 

The material factor is not to be underestineted. 
The dezoralizing position of living on his wire and worse, on her fanily, 
must have lowered his resistance to any possible alternative. Rodigast 
simply coesn't know how Q might have responded to a reasonable oiier 
from enexies of ODYCX: at that point. The vrospect o: immediate engazement 
at a decent wage may have been cecisive. 

Since that time, Rodigast feels Q's motivation has been reinforced 
and perhacs considerably alterea: he has been asked to do obviously 

. necessary tasks,and so he can f<el he is needed by someone; he has been 
given reasonable instructions on how to acc-nolish them; he sees that 
others are concerned or his personal safety and material wellbeing. 

: ; Rodigast has taken pains to avoii giving the impression that there was 

.. : any con:usion or error or difference of viernoint in running the project 

(even at a time when there were zlenty of all three); such problexs were 
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resolved before being tzken up with G, and thus he has a somewhat rosy 
viw of the operation. The satisfaction o: accomplishment (i.e., beinz | 
able to produce useful answers. to our questions) is surely a factor ; 
in his present attitude. “ 
Though lizht-sxinned, with a voice and accent which would be 4 
considered acceptable in any °uPiiil. society, 2 is extremely sensitive “4 : 
to the fact that he is a Negro. He has not said or suggested any such : 
thing to xodizgast, but this is so obvious a factsr in his correspondence i 
(even discounting the extent to which the correspondence is part of } 
his conscious cover) th2t it seems to Rodigas« that it must be a factor t 
in his life. On the other hand, kodigast has knoim another Negro who 
was a close rriend of @ (and now one of his major enenies, as a result 
of the Paris forged letter incident and contributing events) who was 
so sensitive about race that he makes Q in retrospect seem like an 
Uncle Tom. 
Still, Rodigast does not believe Q could be handled by someone 
who is not genuinely a "ni-ger lover", i.e., «ho could not convey 
a convincing image of a person for whom a color difference was not a 
barrier (Q would surely detect the false "pal"). Q has mentioned anti- 
Negro prejudice as a reason for his refusal to cooperate with ODuiNy . 
oificers who talked to him while he was in New Yorx. In fact, Q deais., 
with his present case o:ficer as e possible iz not a true :riend; ; 
they share an inter«st and involvement in writi:.g, English literature, 
living harpily abroad, etc.; Rodigast has tried to read Dante in the 
original and Q has done so; iivgast would like to write a novel and 
Q has published one; Nodigast doesn't know much 2dout the post-logical 
positivists who interest Q but probably gives a convincing impression | j 
that he would like to know about them, and just micht be capable of 7 
understandin- them. what all the forezgoin~ means is that in Q we have : 
an accomplished person, ami it is a useful tactic to treat him if H 
not as a superior than at the very least as an ecual. ' 
There remains the possibility that opportunistic reasons are : 
primary: Q joined the orzanization a-d stayed with us because he could { 
not do as well in eny other job, could in fact get no job (because of: : 
his background, his alien status abroad, etc). Hodigast does not exclude 
this, although he feels that whatever the originzi motivation, it has 
been strengthened and perhaps converted into sonething more worthy. 
But even if his primary notivation remains material, the history of the 
project over its rirst nine months suggest it is a viable one. 
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C. Q has lived in the underground for so many years without 
breaking that it is likely he will be able to continue to do so. He thinks 
fast, handles himselr well in matters presenting security problems.

7” ARK policy to the letter. Undoubtedly he hes a leftist econonic 

entation, out there is no evicence that it is an orthodox Marxist 
eae (or that it ever was). 

He seems to like Rodigast; in any event they work well together. 

He has made no effort to develop a warm relationship with Rodigast, 
however, appzrently feeling that this is not necessary, might not 
be ‘appreciated, and would conilict with the comparimentalization so 
obviousiy kept in force by Rodigast (who hasn't told Q his true name, 
address, marital status, or any other personal fact which might lead 


to identiying hin). Seeaingly does not peljeve the name which Rodigast 


used at their introduction was a true name, for he didn't bother to 

remenber it (the last naze), and all this would tend to Giasene cee the 

building up of a personal friendship. iy 
It is probable that he respects rather than scorns KUBARK for 

its decent treatment or him. AUBAin through Rodizgast has always ke 

its promises, dodizast has never been a minute late ior a meeting Phas 
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because he feels that kodigast's never-fsiling appearance on the 

precise second o: the meeting must mean that tris is recuired EUBAZK 

practice— he has been even more preci:e.

than sisply be a timeserver keeping up appearances. I: given cause 

fox resentment, his tehavior is unpredictable, “or he hasn't such to / 
lose-——- reputation ror kyalty, good nane, etc. (me solution would be 

to give him enoush so that he would indeed stand to lose much. 

Q appears to possess a realitsic, sane view of ODY./%, what are 
its people are like, what can and can't be done py it. As already i 
indicated, he seezs to be as lpyal a PBPRLUX as other people wno don't ~ 
give much thought to the matter, certainly a lot more loyal than his 
background would lead one to expect. In any case, we have no 
recent evidence to contradict his statement that he considers himself 
to be a loyal PBPRLL-R; it may just be true. If it isn't, this won't 
meke any difference to the project as it is understood by Rodizast. 

Q is unlikely to hold sy..pethetic feelings for GOsiVY, having 
hed what he described as an unrortunate experi=:nce or two with thea. 
On the other hand, he is sophisticated enoush to assume that his 
reporting on PBPRELRi is of emecern to CDUTY, and he mst know 
that his om sugsestion for tdy in PBRRL& to contact target 
instititions and old friends there «ould put him into ODSVY territory. 
He would probably accept any necessary collabo:ation without showing 
that he didn't like it. 
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E. Rodigast does not believe Q is at present working for another 
service, but it is difficult to know what would happen if another 
service approached him. Rodigast assumes he would report this to us, 
just as he reported in detail the overtures by two persons apparently 
working with the services of the country in which he resides. As part 
oi the present operation involves the possibility that Q will in fact 
be approached by the ovposition, and Q is aware o: this, one essumes 
he is prepared to remain loyal to KUBARK; one would also assume he would 
recognize the heishtened value o: his services to us should he be 
approached by the ovher side and continue to remain loyal to us. 

Q certainly would not agree to work ror an opposition service 
for peanuts, but if o-Zered a considerable sum of money (given that 
he just breaks even in his present arrangene..t with us, in the 
thinking o° Q's wife), there is no telling what he would do. ‘hen 
recruited, Q was told he would set a raise once he sot settled “in place"

“money to be t@ pay debts and buy clothing, and thus have more . 
concrete evicence of the material sdvanta-es of his present arrangement. 

Rodigast would be very surorised i? Q asreed to work for an 
opposition service not ‘or tinencial reasons cut throuch ideology. 

Q likes to live well. He believes in wearing good clothes, 
staying in good hotels, being able to invite others out tor food and 
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drink. He says that in the revolutionary movement poverty is no virtue, 
but merely indicates lack of iniluence. He s7ys that the most popular 
persons are those wno cen dispense money, alcohol, and women. .his may 
well be true. It is certainly true that -uch a role would please Q 
immensely (that is, heaving a plush apartrent in which he could entertain 
terget personalities, satisfying KUBARK's requirenents and his personal 
desires). 


FP. Q mst be dealt with firmly, with continued serving of reouiremnts 
and planned itineraries for trips. At the sane time, it is obvious that 
he inprovises weil when left without instructions; he is versatile, 
and can create situations which witli result in en intelligence product. 
Rodigest's method is to suszzest reasonable plans and to be ready to 
show that they can te implewenied, and how they can, anticloating 
objections. 

while*there is no evidence that if left alone Q would driit, 
dragging out an assimment to -ili time, it is possible that he would. 
He has not written as many rree-iance articles as -odigast would have 
liked him to, tecause each recuires thinking out a subject, gathering 
material, selecting 2a point o: view and thinking of the public to which 
it would be addressed-- a lot of work for articles meant to serm> mainly 
as cover, for publicztion in obscure organs, or perhaps merely to be 
used to convince editors that he was active. On the other hand, he produced 
the :irst issue of the newsletter in record tine, following instructions 
to the letter (indeed, accesting what mist at times seem like petty 
editorial changes made by Rodigast). Ferha-s he vroduced the latter 
so efficiently because he saw in it added prestige, an opportunity to 
get his name back berore the public in a respectable catext. 

Ideological sotivation would not seem to ve a level of control 
in his case. what is most important is his contentment with being (he 
hopes) a permanent part of 2 lerge organization, with a steady salary 
(he has never said this, of course); ~he power of ODY 12 is less 
inportant than its mown reputation Jor keeping its promise to pay, 
something one doesn't find among the ocpositicn groups known to Q, 
and he finds new exaz:ples of this daily. 


Doubtless, his tendency to bear a grudze is a factor here-- Q 
is now in a position where he can thumb his nose at some of his enenies. 


Rodigast feels that considerate dealing with Q, letting 
him know where he is zoing, what he can expect, not chenging the rules 
abruptly or pullin> a rug trom under his feet, letting himssee the 
possibility of small but certain increases in xaterial benefits in the 
course of his career, compose the idea: Jorma for handling hin. 
In the course of time, the ideological factor, which is perhaps marginal 
at this tine, would probably be reinforced, could one way be a major 
factor. Q, meanwhile, mist feel that the persons who deal with him 
are concerned with his material wellbeing and also of his physical 
safety, appre iating the risks in his work end understandin; that not 
all assignmerts will bear fruit. Our relationship with Q could be destroyed 
very rapidly if we fail=d to pay him as promised, or wasted his time 
with make-work, or came hin con-using or contradictory instructions which 
suggested that KUBARK was not the all-powerful institution he may now 


_ - think it is. 
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G. Very early in our relationsnip & seid that ne would lixe 
to make 2 career in KUBARK, outside now, perha . inside soue dey. He 
would work in PBPAUL. or abroad. There was no 4ndication then, and 
has been none since, that he rezards the present >lationship as a 
distasteZul one to ts terminated as soon as conditions pernait. 

Ee would like to settle in en expatriate's paradise, such as 
Paris or -one, presuzably involved in journalisa end other writi:g. 
If he could do these things in connection «ith his work ror.us, so 
much the better. 


i. Q is conscious of the need for secu-ity and handles himsel: well— 
as well as an amateur could in this cotext. 2ut he is far more naive 
about tecrricues and especially the nuances of tecrnique than Aocigast 
would have expected in one «ho had been involved in the revolutionary 
movement for so long. He o:ten needs instruction on osvious points, 
and responds quite we: to it, the exception seinz his clumsy ‘handling 
of the s/# method-- he is an intelectual end not e tec:nician, end 
Rodigast assumes thet he (R-digast) would not do much cetter if forced to

Q@ is quite observant. He will recall a personal remark made to 
him by Kodigast from one month to the next. His resorts written sone time 
after the event are thorough and apparently accurate. 

Ee read A Spy and His Master by Christopher 7elix, and has 
mentioned it a couple of times when a remark by codigast reminds him 
of sozething sai: in the book. ; 

Roijigast doesn't think that even after traininz Q would be very 
good at throwing off surveillance (for example) as hs seems too meatier 
of fact to ce sly, and perhars slizhtly lazy ebout what might be 
gratuitous dehavior (e.g., changing subway trains or texis just on the 
assumption that someone might be following him). xodigest's solution 
4s not to cepend on ¥ zor such things, but to attecst to plan nesting 
and stage other operations so as to ninimize the need sor depender.ce 
on Q's skill in such areas.

He still seens harried, slichtly 
s nervous at the moment o: contact, but on the whole-he is nore sure of 
himself. 
At the outset, Q would argue about assig ments, suzzesting 
alternatives, worrying about not nee ee to buy tickets, or enouzh 
money to pey for them. Now he accepts instructions without a murmur, 
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even when they contradict a previous tentative nlnn, His excellert 
responses to tustheictiws ry ow his dcoie to please, his satisfacti-n 
with his job, or personal pride in accouplishment. whatever the 
reason or rea-ons, the fact is that he does res well.

It would prove very useful to us--both as a contribution to the 
preparation of the Project Outline now in progress and as a backgrounder for 
possible d:scussions of QREBONY's operational utilization--if RODIGAS?T 
could provide us with an interpretive assessment of him based on the 
impressions and judgements he has been able to develop over the past months. 
We have same such initial assessments, of course, and can infer more from 
current reporting. However, we would like to get the bencfit of RODIGAST's 
wnigue and direct contact, now that QREBOHY has passed through a breaking-in 
phase and settled down in a regular relationship which, at its inception, is 
certainly a difficult one for most people to adjust to. We would suggest 
the following outline of topics for RODIGAST to follov: 


A. Estimate of loyalty to ODYOKE and QREBONY's psychological 
edjustment--his comfortableness--in working for ODYOKE clandestinely: 
his attitude, as RODIGAST can infer it, toward targets hostile to 
ODYOKE: in short, his ideological motivation.
